Hutter for spreading sandwiches 
should always be creamed before 
being used. Work it with a knife 
until it is soft and spreads easily, 
rimento sandwiches are usually 
well liked. Make a pimento butter 
with one-fourth cup of butter, 
creamed, and two canned pimentos 
thai have been rubbed through a 
strainer. When thoroughly blended, 
season with one-fourth teaspoon 
.salt.
